\ . Comroo Technical Instructor* Complete Teacher School 

An Instructor Training Course (ITC), conducted by OTR for nine Office

Students presented 10, 20 and 50-minute lessons with noticeable im- 
provement in each presentation. In addition to the curriculum, student/ 
instructors had individual appointments with the ITC instructor to discuss 
evaluation techniques they are using as well as motivation of their students 
and other topics of interest to the student/instructors.
